A Flint-based foundation's plan to spend $100 million to help the city recover from its ongoing 
drinking water crisis is already off to a fast start, with plans to spend $50 million in related grants 
by the end of the year. The latest program was announced Monday by the Charles Stewart Mott 
Foundation to expand a community school model now in place at five elementary schools to all 
11 public schools in the Flint Community Schools starting this fall. It's designed to allow schools 
to connect students and families with health-related and other resources and services they may 
need in the wake of the citywide lead contamination of the water supply that started in 2014.

Analysis of blood samples from young children in Flint, Mich., shows they had much more lead 
in their blood when the city used local drinking water in an effort to cut costs, according to 
research published in the early release June 24 issue of the U.S. Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention's Morbidity and Mortality Weekly Report. During the period that the Flint River 
water was used (April25, 2014, to Oct. 15, 2015), lead levels in local tap water increased over 
time, as did lead content in children's blood, the CDC said. A series of blood samples showed 
that children younger than 6 were nearly 50 percent more likely to have elevated blood lead 
levels when the city used the Flint River for drinking water instead of the Detroit water system. 
The percentage of children with high lead content returned to previous levels once the city 
switched back to the Detroit system.

The prevalence of blood lead levels (BLLs) at or above 5 Jlg/dL in children younger than age 5 
years in Flint, Michigan, closely track with the use of drinking water from a local source, 
researchers from the Centers for Disease Control and Prevention (CDC) conclude in a study 
published June 24 in the Morbidity and Mortality Weekly Report. After city officials switched 
from the Detroit Water Authority (DW A) to the Flint Water System (FWS), children were 46% 
more likely to have BLLs Jlg/dL than before the switch.

Federal officials said on Thursday it is safe for anyone to drink properly filtered water in Flint, 
Michigan, where a public health crisis erupted after residents were exposed to dangerously high 
levels oflead. The U.S. Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) said in a statement that the 
most recent testing at nearly 50 locations in the city showed lead levels far below the levels 
considered dangerous. But the city's mayor said some homes in Flint cannot be fitted with filters, 
so bottled water is still needed.
